Sorxey TneaTre.—Io the winter, to us critics the most genial 
season of the year, every night supplies us with fresh aliment to sup- 
port oor labours. A debut, a new piece, or at least a new cast of 
characters, at one of the great houses, furnishes us with nightly mat- 
ter, aud our readers with daily entertainment: not so in dreary sum- 
mer—we are then obliged to extend our excursions from the two cita- 
dels of the drama, and to forage in the outskirts. With this view of 
bringing supplies to the garrison, we made a sortie last Monday even- 
ing as faz as the Surrey Theatre : it would be difficult in the course of 
one of our short papers, to bring our readers acquainted with the state 
of public taste as to the drama on the other side of the water—a few 
of the peculiarities which fell under our observation are at their ser- 
vice, In order to ensure, as far as the weather will permit, a cool 
judgment on the part of the pit and gallery, it is genera) among the 
former, and universal with the latter to strip off the coat and waist- 
coat, and sit so far en chemise during the performance. Being early | 
in the week, the linen, at some distance from us, appeared tolerably 
elean. One elderly gentleman in the pit, thus in cuerpo, spread his 
handkerchief on his knees, and ereployed a large fan throughout the 
performance, but we did not observe that this was a custom in vogue. 
‘The art of acting differs in some material points from that usually 
adopted on this side of the Thames, agreeing, however, in one sia- 
gular particular—that noise on the stage is generally answered by 
noisy applause, a fashion we are afraid that has been borrowed from 
these, our worthy neighbours; one excellence in their dramatie eode 
is, that it utterly abominates hypocrisy—a villain ie a villain—no dis- 
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guise—he looks just as he is. Virtue, on the contrary, is with the 
most laudable zeal rendered thoroughly amiable, being represented in 
handsome blue coats, and white trowsers, hy the gentlemen, and in 
nice white gowns by the ladies. The costume of its maturer age ap- 
pears, however, from the elderly gentleman in the Apprentices’ Opera, 
to be a large cauliflower wig, with a brown coat, black silk stockings, 
and black unmentionables, and particularly large buckles in the shoes ; 
there are some of the actors, however, who judged upon any princi- 
ples, merit commendation. 

Mr. Vale, in the Idle Apprentice, exhibited a very varied talent, in 
singing and acting, serious and comic. Mr. Beckwith, the Industri- 
ous Apprentice, sings with great taste and feeling, and we imagine the 
audience might think so, if the orehestra would give him a chance of 
being heard ; this is composed indeéd of most praiseworthy, hard- 
working performers, making up by quantum of sound for all other defi- 
ciences, and indeed, we suspect aspiring to spare the establishment 
the expense of singers, as any person standing on the stage, and 
using the gesture of a vocalist might with the aid of these indefatigable 
labourers easily persuade an audience that he was singing. Miss ‘Tun- 
stall, is a very pretty singer, and judiciously choses to dispense with 
accompaniments in general; the piece is well dramatised and the mu- 
sic in itself pretty. The after-piece called Black Cesar, introduced 
Miss Lewis,as Phebe, on whose account alone we notice it ; consider- 
ing her a very promising actress, with a voice possessing a speaking 
melody rarely equalled, and which, with due cultivation of her other 
powers,will probably one day lead her much beyond the present sphere 
of her exertions. Most of the scenery is pretty ; we, however, protest 
against some Cupids executed in brick-dust on the proscenium. The 
Gallery was crowded about the time of the sparring match, the rest of 
the house very indifferently filled. Upon the whole, we have pleasure 
in wishing Mr. Honeyman, (the auspicious name ‘of the proprictor,) 
the success his exertions deserves.
